REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims have been narrowed with s=t=0, Ra=Ro=H to give just the aniline 

derivatives. The closest prior art would be Guthikonda, but that has a methylene between 

ring and amino, and does not render the claims obvious. 

With regard to US 7205291, although the species of examples 50-51 do render the 

claims obvious, these species do not fall within the claims of the patent, as the patent does 

not permit direct attachment of the amino to the ring. Thus, the obviousness double 

patenting rejection has been overcome for essentially the same reason that the rejection 

over Guthikonda was overcome.
